THE OTHERL SIDE.

What Our Spartanburg Neighbor Says of
Our Correspondent’s Article on the Dog
Cuestion. ‘ 2
The Spartanburg Herald comment-

ing upon Mr. S. R. Ratland’s article

on dogs, recently published in THE

NEws aND HERALD, says:

A correspondent of the Fairfield
Nurws axp Henarp raises a cry, a reg-
ular howl, against the dogs. His hog
and cattle food, prepared at night, was
stolen by these balf-starved animals,
and he thonght he wounld take the dog
vensng of his neighborhood. Within
ope mile of his abode, he found fifty-
lirce—eight being owned by whites
and forty-five by colored people. He
thien estimated the dogs of the county
at ten thousand: and, at the lowest
living estimate, the amount of bread,
or its equivalent, consumed by them is
equal to 63,000 bashels of corn. This
corn would raize 750,000 pounds of
pork, or enough for 3,000 people.

In Spartanburg county, with its
42,000 inhabitants, there are at least
10,000 dogs that are just as expensive

well attempt to deprive a man of the

[ right to vote as to restrict him in the

utunber of dogs he may own. The
man fond of blooded dogs will have
hiz setters and nointers and they are
about as destructive as the bob-tuiled,
vellow curs of the “nigger.”

“pasty, trifling hounds,” bat the dog
is here and he is going to stay. The

vomise or prophecy is that the poor
will always be with us, and wherever
you see the poor man the dog is not
far away. Those who raise so many
objections to dogs always mean their
neichbor’s curs. No man ever ac-
knowledged that he owned a sheep-
killing, egg-sucking whelp. His dogs
are always pertect.

As the dog is going to stas, the best
thing will be to improve Lis morals.
To co this the owuers must set them a |
good example. Dogs have lots of
sense and thev understand more than
they get credit for. When a smart
pointer hears his mistress abusing and
back-biting her neighbor, he thinks it
his bounden duty to slip across and
break up the hens’ nests or kill some
of the voung fowls of this bad neigh-
bor.
